Calgary Herald: The wave of immigra- 
tion into Northern Alberta has hy no means 
come toan end yet for this season, Last 
Monday's train for the north took up 127 
settlers, 88 of whom went all the way to Kid- 
monton, the remainder being distributed a- 
mong the stations along the road. There 
were six carloads of settlers’ effects on the 
train, four being from the States and two 
from Manitoba, of which three went to We- 
taskiwin, two to Edmonton and one to Red 
Deer. 

T. W. Lixes returned from a business 
trip to Vancouver on Monday's train. His 
mission was one of enquiry as well as of 
business. He found thata great demand 
existed in the coast cities for such products 
as Edmonton has to offer, but paid most 
attention to the market for oats. He found 
that the competition from the states of 
Washington and Oregon was such as to 
require a further reduction in C. P. B. rates 
to the coast if Edmonton is to do any bus- 
iness there and farmers are to have living 
prices. The distance is so short and the 
rates of transportation so low, there — 
ample competition, that both freight anc 
duty on Washington grain does not amount 
to more than the freight alone from Kdmon- 
ton. Vancouver and New Westminister are 
better markets for Edmonton produce than 
Victoria because the latter place has even 
cheaper transportation from Pu t Sound 
ports than the two former, and tdes it 
cosis more to reach Victoria from Edmonton. 
Had the C. P. R. not reduced their rates 
last winter it would have been impossible 
at the present time to sell Edmonton grain 
at the Coast, and even now it is a very 
difficult matter, although Mr. Lines was 
successful in making a number of sales. 
The keen competition from Washington, 
as to quantity, price and quality makes it 
necessary that only os grain should be 
shipped and that still lower railway rates 
be secured. The floods have kept back the

BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FOR BORROWING 
THE SUM OF $6,255.00 UPON THE CREDIT 
OF THE MUNICIPALITY. 


WuErgas it is expedient that there should be raised 
by the Municipality of the Town of Edmonton the 
sum of $6,255 to enable the Municipality to repay 
the amounts, with interest borrowed by the Muuici- 
pality for the several purpcses mentioned below, 
that is ts say: 


_ (1) $2,770 8, being a further amount expended 
in addition to the amount realized from the sale of 
debentures issued for the purpose of enabling the 
Municipality to erect a fire hall, to purchase certain 
fire apparatus for the use of the Municipality, and to 
provide means for a suitable supply of water for the 
purpose of fire protection, and the sum of $158.77 for 
interest thereon to the lst day of October, 1894;3273. 13, 
being theZamount expended for the purchase, sur- 
veying and fencing of a nuisance grouud for the 
use of the Municipality and otherwise in connection 
therewith, and the sum of $14.50 for interest thereon 
to the said Ist day of October, 1894 ; $1,571.25, being 
the amount expended for the purchase of land for

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SCHOOL SITE AND FERRY ROAD. 


Judging by the large attendance and excited dis- 
cussion at the public meeting of Saturday night last» 
a creditable amount of interest has been aroused in 
town over two very important questions, namely, the 
site and proposed erection of a new public school 
building and the opening of a right of way from 
Jasper avenue tothe river, at the lower ferry. In 
regard to the schoo] matter, itis generally admitted 
that further school accommodation is needed. At 
the present time the school district is paying 330 a 
month rent for the use of a building that isalready be- 
coming over crowded. Thismeans that eitheranother 
building must be rented or a new building erected. 
As the town is here to stay and as long as it stays 
will require sthooi accommodation, it would seem to 
be a better policy, as in the case of private individ 
vals, to build rather than rent. If it is decided to 
build then comes the question of location and cost 
of building. These two questions depend one upon 
the other to a certain degree. If a cheap—that is a 
small—building is proposed it should be located 


* where it will be most convenient for the limited 


number of children who are likely to attend it. Ifa 
more expensive—or larger—building is proposed it 
should be located so as to best accommodate the 
larger number cf children who are expected to attend 
it. The present public school buildings are far west 
of the present centre of population. This being the 
case thatsite is scarcely suitable for the principal 
school of the town, nor are the buildings of sucha 
character ascan be considered satisfactory for the 
purposes ofa high schoolor a normal schooi such 
as the progress of the surrounding country requires 
shall be established somewhere in this district. The 
conclusion arrived at by the board of trustees was to 
erect a sightly and permanent building which would 
give that enlarged and improved accommodation 
which the growing needs of the town and district 
require and at the same time would be so located as 
to giye eyery reasonable f-cility for attendance by 
the pupils now occupying the rented building, and 
at the same time be suitable for the accommodation 
of the higher and normal classes which must soon 
be be established in this region either here or 
elsewhere. The matter of a few hundred yards 
either one way or the other makes very little practi- 
cal difference in the matter of a school site, as far 


as the children are concerned. The natureand area 
of the site itself are far more important. Witha 
view of securing the best site possible, as well located 
as possible, and at the same time protecting the tax- 
payers of the district in the matter of price, the 
trustees advertised for offers for a school site. ‘‘On 
river lots 6,8, 10, 12 or 14, not less than three lots 
and up tocight. Piice per lot to be stated,” This 
was fair and full notice to the publicas well as to 
interested property owners as to the intentions of 
the board. A number of offers were received, a 
careful exemination was made of the several sites, 
and the decision was finally given in favor of the 
one which offered the largest area for the least 
money, While at the same time being smooth, dry, 
centrally situated and not far from Main street, As 
soon as this offer was closed with a new offer was 
made of an equal area of land at a somewhat higher 
price by one of the parties whose offer had been 
rejected because the area of his first offer had not 
been considered sufficientfor the purpose required. 
Seyeral members of the board were desirous of mak- 
ing the change, believing it to be in the best inter- 
ests of the town, butas there appeared to be legal 
difficulties in the way, and as that site did not appear 
to be any more satisfactory to the public meeting 
than the one already chosen, it was thought advis- 
able to hold by the first site and place the matter at 
the decision of the ratepayers when the vote on the 
necessary debentures comes to be taken. If Edmon- 
tou is to hold its lead in educational matters it 
must provide suitable school accommodation. It 
can only do this by an expenditure of money, and if 
the ratepayers will not spend the money they can- 
not have the businessand educational advantages 
which the holding of the position of educational 
centre for the district would secure. 


The question of securing a thoroughly practicable 
right of way from the business centre of the town on 
Jasper avenue to the river at the lower ferry landing 
assumes Very great importance at the present time 
by reason of the necessity for an early decision by 
the Dominion government as to the site of the pro- 
posed traffic bridge. There is every reason to believe 
that at least a show will be made of going on with 
the bridge at once. Before the bridge can be gone on 
with—before the final plans can be drawn and the 
final estimate of cost made—the site must be defin- 
itely fixed. Every one knows where the business 
interests of this town require that the bridge should 
be located, namely some place near the lower ferry 
landing, and every one knows that a strong influence 
has been and will be brought to bear to have it 
located elsewhere, at a point where it would be of the 
least possible benefit to the present business interests 
of the town. When the government engineer was at 
Edmonton making the preliminary surveys for the 
bridge, while admitting that the site at the lower 
ferry was just as good as could be got, he objected 
that no right of way existed to it as to the other site 
which he selected, and it was only after strong repre- 
sentations on the subject that a full report was 
giyen on the site desired by the town. Some months 
ago the town council took certain action which at 
the time seemed licely to secure a right of way to 
the point desired by way of an extension of Mc- 
Dougall street across Jasper avenue to the brow of 
the hill. Circumstances have since oceurred which 
make it likely—or as far as the present moment is 
concerned certain—that this can only be secured 
by expensive expropriation proceedings and in- 
definite delay. This condition of affairs has been 
brought about by the action of the owners of river 
lots six and eight, both of which must be crossed 
wholly or in part in order to reach the river at the 
lower ferry. Asa condition of allowing the road to 
cross their properties the Methodist Mission de- 
mands the extension of McDougall street as already 
arranged for by the Council and David McDougall 
demands the extension of Queen street. Very many 
citizens are thoroughly impressed with the belief that 
the public as represented by the town are entitled to 
a free right of way across these properties by reason 
of long usage of the trail which it is desired to 
follow. This may be quite true, but would hardly 
be considered sufficient justification by the govern- 
ment for the location of a $50,000 bridge ata point, 
access te which depended on the result ofa law suit, 
even ifno pressure was brought to bear to have it 
located elsewhere. The sum of the matter is that 
this town imperatively reeds to put itself in position 
at once te secure the location of the bridge at the 
point at which the business interests of the town 
require that it shall be placed and it cannot afford to 
Await the outcome of expropriation proceedings or 
lawsuits in orderto do this, provided any other 
reasonable means can be found. It appears from 
the explanations and counter explanations made at 
the public meeting thatan immediate and defixite 
settlement can be reached by the extension of 
Queen street as it is proposed to extend McDougall 
Street to the river bank. This would entail an 
expense of about $3,000 on the town, and of course if 
this expense could be avoided it would be very desirable 
But it does not appear from the present course of 
events that, at best, a large part of that expense can 
be avoided. The expropriation costs and legal 
expenses necessary to open McDougall street alone 
would go a long way towards, if not fully pay, the 
price asked for the opening of Queen strect. In 
reckoning the cost of opening Queen street the fact 
cannot be ignored that to fail to establish permanent- 
ly as a street what has always been and still is used 
4S & Most important street, and what is by some legal 
authorities held to be actually a legal street, would 
be a grave injury to atvery large part of the business 
portion of the town. If it can be establishnd as a 
street by legal process well and good, but uniess that 
is assurcd and a limit of cost assured as well, it 
would probably be the best policy at the present 
time,in order to secure a promp! snd complete settle- 
ment of the whole matter, to accede to the demand 
made if no better terms can be secured. In Edmon- 
ton within the past two years we hare had plain 
evidence of the damage that unsettled legal proceed- 
ings have been to property concerned, and we should 
not wish to repeat the experience.

GREAT RECEPTION. 


The Oblate Fatters of the Northwest have been 
favored with a visit from their General Superior, The 
Right Rev. Father Soulier and his assistant, Very 
Rev. Father Antoine. : 
ceptional one, for although the Oblates are in 
America since over half acentury, yet it had becn 
impossible for their Venerable Founder, Mgr. de 
Mazenod or his successor to visit them in person. 

On Thursday the 12thinst. St Albert put on a 
holiday appearance to welcome for the first time the 
illustr'ous Superior General of the Oblates of Mary 
Immaculate. Much noble enthusiasm was excited in 
the hearts of the people by this propitious event, 
each seemed to vie with the other in testifying their 
gratitude and affection for the devoted priests who 
have toiled so long and faithfully for their welfare. 
Flags, British, French, American, The papal colors, 
&c., were flying from every mast, from most of the 
private buildings and from tbe Catholic institu‘ions 
which crown the hill. Triumphal arches were 
erected along the line of route from Edmonton to the 
palace, and were gaily decorated with flags, oriflam- 
mes, &c., each bearing some special greeting, 
“welcome” ‘“ bienvenue” being conspicuous. At 
9.30a. m., the joyous peals of the Cathedral chime, 
the firing of rockets and the distant though clearly 
heard sounds of the St. Albert band, told that the 
visitors were near. Soon the clouds of dust, the roll- 
ing of carriages and the ceaseless tramping of horses’ 
feet confirmed the tidings. 

The Rev. Fathers and Brothers who had assembled 
from all possible points of their respective missions, 
to greet their Father General, decended the steps 
leading to the garden and there awaited the arrival 
of the distinguished guests. The visitors were ac- 
companied by His Lordship Bishop Grandin, Rev. 
Fathers Leduc, Lacombe, &c., and escorted by the 
citizens of St. Albert in buggies and carriages and a 
goodly number of horsemen ; the members of the St. 
Albert band played some very lively airs, and on 
this occasion, as on all others, were a credit to their 
devoted leauer, Mr. J. Varin. 

At the palace addresses were presented to the 
Superior General and his assistant. A. Prince, M. L. 
A. read an address in French on behalf of the French 
speaking part of the population aud D. Maloney, in 
English on behalf of the English speaking portion. 
The addresses were beautifully illuminated and were 
truly emblematic of the gratitude and affection of 
the St. Albert people for their devoted Oblate 
Fathers. The following is the English address: 


To tHe Ricut Rey. Louis Soutien, General Superior 
of the Oblates of Mary Immaculate. 

Ricgut Rey. FATHER GENERAL :—It is with the most 
profound feelings of respect and admiration that we 
the English speaking cathclics of St. Albert assemble 
to wish you and Very Rev. Father Antoine a thrice 
happy welcome. 

Having tie honor of saluting in your person the 
illustrious Superior General of the Oblates of Mary 
Immaculate we feel it our bounden duty to express 
the high appreciation we entertain for these great 
and noble missionaries. Yes, the Oblates are dear 
to the hearts of all Roman Catholics of this vast 
Northwest! How long and faithfully have they not 
labored? How patiently have they not worked to 
overcome the many obstacles which strewed their 
path?

Now I wish to discuss this section and 
bearing upon the question, briefly, in a 
neral, and in What seems to me, at least, 
omimon sense manner; as any honest 
ut would be liable to construe and 
understand it, if he had no knowledge of 
technical law quibbles, 

First then, we find that ‘‘ Upon the ap- 
plication of any society or incorporated turf 

lub or racing association, the Chief Inspect- 

or may in his discretion grant, etc.”, and 
the query presents itself, did such organiza- 
tion exist at Edmonton, within the meaning 
of the law? As Mr. Purches evidently 
iews it, there certainly did, else he would 
have informed the Chief Inspector that it 
did not. 

But, a meeting of citizens called by Tom, 
Dick and Harry, without incorporation, 
constitution or anything in common with 


the ordinarily accepted ‘* society,” save a 
name, and officers (for the day) ; a meeting 
that arranges for the celebration and then 
sinks into oblivion until the following July, 


when Tom, Dick and Harry again call 
itizens together and arrange sports. Such, 
as faras I can learn from reliable sources, 
is the extent of the ** society ” organization, 
whichapparently secured licenseson July 2nd 
last in Edmonton. Have I been misinform- 
ed or do all parties implicated consider 
such sufficient? But granting that the said 

ciety” was good under the ordinance ; 
t is stated on good-authority that the 
‘society’ gave no authority to anyone in 
their behalf to make application for permits 
to sell liquors, and if such were granted the 
‘hief License Inspector was either misin- 
formed or wilfully exceeded his authority. 
Mr. Parches should know how this matter 
stands and whether or not there was in- 
fringement of the orfinance. 

Passing on to the centre of the section we 
tind food for thought and ‘‘ wonder”. We 
read: ‘provided that such meeting ”— 
meeting of the society—‘‘is held within a 
staked or fenced enclosure.” Did anybody 
see that ‘‘staked or fenced enclosure” in 
which the meeting of the so-called “‘society” 
met? Did Mr. Purches see it? The only 
enclosure that the writer could discern was 
that formed by the blue canopy of heaven 
with the horizon, which if considered would 
make the permits void since all the licensed 
saloons in town were within. It did not 
keep the cows off the track as the sad fate 
of Mr. Lauder proves. But Mr. 
Purches probably wishes to draw my atten- 
tion, and that of the public to the ropes 
and stakes that partially enclosed some of 
the booths and tents. Wesaw them; but 
by any reasonable interpretation of the 
English language can it be said that the 
meeting of the “society” for its sports took 
place within the said enclosure—I mean 
partial enclosure? In all probability a few 
members of the so-called ‘society ” were 
at times within, and perhaps when Mr. 
Purches found some within said partial 
enclosure he surmised that all members 
were there, most of the spectators, and 
hence the ‘* meeting.” After a horse race 
when the boys went to treat on the result 

would probably and did find a good 
many there, but, thank Heaven not all, not 
half. The writer saw one high board fence 
about 14x16 or so, which looked to be an 
actual and bona fide enclosure, for the sale 
of drinks (as the wet moustaches and blear 
eyes that came from behind attested). 

Had the ordinance said that the ‘‘ meet- 
ing” be held “around” a staked or fenced 
tuclosure, the matter would stand in a 
different light. 

{ do not doubt the licensees paid their $10 
apiece for permits, if such were granted, 
and littl doubt but that they cleared a 
iandsome profit. The boys were thirsty
